SCM CORNER 


There are still many traf- 
fic handlers who are not re- 
porting their activity at the 
end of each month. There 
seem to be several mistaken 
reasons for this. Often heard 
is “I don’t think it was enough 
to report.” Just keep in mind 
that Woolworths made a for- 
tune with small sales to many 
people. All these small reports 
add up to a respectable total, 
in fact, one of the reasons 
why Eastern Florida came out 
on top for the year 1961 was 
the LARGE number of re- 
porting stations and not so 
much the large individual to- 
tals. The number of stations 
reporting is also considered 
in establishing first place in 
the national ratings . 


One SMALL complaint here 
is the large number of late 
reports received, that is, those 
reaching this office after the 
sixth of the month. Many for- 
get to report and are not re- 
minded until they receive a 
radiogram from the SCM. Re- 
porting on time COULD be- 
come a nice habit gents but, 
nevertheless please DO report, 
on time or not and even the 
smallest total is welcome. On 
reporting, please bear in mind 
that the number of messages 
received cannot be smaller 
than the total of those re- 
layed and delivered. 


It is particularly important 
that OES report as soon af- 
ter the end of the month as 
possible so that their material 
has a chance to be included in 
the QST column for VHFers. 
This office gets two copies 
of the form, forwarding one 
to Hq ARRL «after appropriate 
notations are made. The other 
copy is filed here. A simple 
radiogram or postcard request 
to this office will get you 
an emergency supply of the 
necessary forms but your main 
requisition should go to Hq 


ARRL for filling. Allow about . 


six weeks for results. We are 
growing stronger in OES ap- 
pointments and hope we can 
continue to do so. This ap- 
pointment makes it possi»le 
for ARRL to “spread the 
dope” to VHFers all over the 
country thru the pages of 
QST. OES appointees also are 
the first to receive news of 
special projects, etc. that 
come up from time to time 
such as OSCAR. 


Regarding OO and OBS 
appointees. May I remind all 
those presently engaged in 
these activities that their num- 
ber, in each section, is limited. 


SILENT KEY 


George Drought W4QLX of 
Lake Worth, Florida died fol- 
lowing a heart attack on May 
30, 1962. Originally from Rye, 
N. Y., he lived at South C. 
St. A veteran of World War 
II and Korean War, George 
was a dietary chef at Lantana 
Tuberculosis Hospital. He was 
51. (From W4GWF) 


These appointments are nec- 
essarily rather expensive to 
maintain and a reasonable ef- 
fort is required from each 
amateur so appointed. Offi- 
cial Observers are asked to 
take stock of their present 
efforts to see if they are 
really getting the results they 
should. These results show up 
best in the number of card 
notices sent out which appears 
on the monthly report. 


Even the expenditure of 
only a half ‘hour daily should 
produce the mailing of at 
least ONE notice a day. 
Taking just one area of ob- 
servation for consideration 
will point out that many, many 
notices could be sent ie: out 
of band harmonic radiation. 
Overmodulation is stil ram- 
pent among the AMers and 
some cases of improper SSB 
signals have been observed. 


In order to justify an OO 
appointment two things must 
be constantly considered (1) 
sufficient reported activity; 
(2) consistent, on time, re- 
porting, one copy direct to Hq 
ARRL and the other (and this 
is important) to this office. 
The OOs that we have MUST 
be dedicated and remain rea- 
sonably active. The FCC has 
permitted us to largly police 
our’ own bands. Remember, a 
timely notice will often save 
an amateur an FCC citation. 


The importance of an OBS 
maintaining his regular pub- 
lished schedules is self evident. 
A following of regular listen- 
ers is soon lost when skeds 
are not maintained. Those OBS 
who can not or do not main- 
tain their skeds with reason- 
able consistency wil find that 
their appointments MUST be 
terminated. Good coverage of 
this section is a _ necessity. 
Needless to say ORS and OPS: 
appointees, in order to retain 
apointment, must (1) report 
regularly; (2) report at least 
the minimum amount of traf- 
fic required to make the is- 
sueing of this appointment for 
failure to comply with the 
above.

S-E-T 


We’ve hardly rested up 
from “HURRICANE SET” of 
1961, but already we’re doing 
some planning for SET ’62. 
W4RKH, K4SJH, W4IYT and 
W4MLE among others got 
some general ideas formulated 
in Orlando. They ran along 
these lines: 

(1) We'll hold SET in Sep- 
tember this year (It’s OK by 
ARRL and we don’t: risk doub- 
ling with a hurricane to such 


- an extent.) 


(2) We'll hold it down to 
either 12 or 24 hours. No 
longer than that. 

(3) We want to test our 
new arrangement with Red 
Cross by handling a pile of 
their traffic. 

(4) We want to make max- 
imum use of 10 meter and 
VFH by working every-body 
possible into a Key City on 
VHF and handling long-haul 
stuff on HF nets only be- 
tween Key Cities as much as 


possible. (This will reveal 
some pags. Panama City, Cc- 
ala, Gainesville, Ft. Myers, 


Ft. Pierce, to name a few, 
may have trouble working a 
Key City direct on VHF. In 
that case, they’ll have to use 
HF. But this is what we want 


to lear about.) 


This is a good time, before 
SET sets in, to get to work 
on your county AREC plan. 
We’d like to have on file a 
pla from every EC for his 
county. Even if you’re the on- 
ly ham in your county, you 
need a plan to proceed by. Get 
together with your assistant 
ECs, your local CD director, 
Red Cross Chapter Chairman 
and decide what you’ve going 
to do about communications. 
Then put it on paper and re- 
fer to it when the time comes. 


Think through carefully how 
your county fits into the 
State Plan. If you’ve a Key 
City, your plan is half written 
b y t h e requirements of the 
State P lan. If you’re in a 


county with only a few hams, 
or if you’re the only ham, you 
have a different problem. Un- 
til disaster strikes your coun- 
ty, you have few duties or re- 
sponsibilities except to help 
out in net operations as you 
can. 


WHEN disaster vits you. 
you must know in advance how 
many nets you can man at 
once. You must decide which 
nets you will normally man. 
If you’re the only station op- 
erating from a disaster area, 
you will probably want to pick 
a net and stick with that. one 
net. But which net:? You and 
you alone are the best judge 
of that. Do you know where 
youll get your emergency 
power? How you'll get fuel 
for generators if the gas sta- 
tion pumps can’t operate be- 
cause power is off? Do you 
know who you will handle 
traffic. for? Do you know 
where it will likely be addres- 
sed? How do you pick up the 
traffic you’ll originate if the 
phone isn’t working?

THE STORY OF THE 
TRANSATLANTICS 


(We _ learned 
chapters of early attemps and 
failures to put a signal “a- 
cross the pond” in the first 
transatlantic tests. How Paul 
Godley, 2ZE was sent to Scot- 
land, and all the preparations 
both here and abroad t h a t 
were made preliminary to this 
second, greatest of all ama- 
teur tests. And now, we find 
Godley hard at work in Scot- 
land, reporting on the results 
of the great transatlantic 
tests, the date is December 
9th 1921, as reported in QST 
in Februray 1922). 


PART VI — “1AAW was 
originally reported as 1AAY, 
thru a mix-up in the separte 
code used between Messrs 
Godley and Coursey, and la- 


ter corrected by cable to us. 
When the report of the first 
night came thru, advising that 
1AAY had been heard, excit- 
ment reigned supreme at 
Hartford headquarters. Shown 
by our call-book to be Bridge- 
port, Conn., he could not be 
located by telephone nor could 
any other Bridgeport ama- 
teurs. So we got Mr. Arm- 
strong, from 1BCG, to drive 
there in an effort to locate 
him, which Mr. Armstrong did 
in the wee hours of the morn- 
ing, only to find that 1AAY 
had moved to New Jersey. 
Radio Inspector Kolster was 
routed out and advised us that 
the call had been reassigned 
to Fitchburg, Mass. Later that 
day the Chief of Police of 
Fitchburg, whose name inci- 
dently also is Godley and 
whose people are from New 
Jersey, located the Fitchburg 
lad and got him on the tele- 
phone wire for us, but he had 
only a quarter-inch coil and 
no aerial. With what fear and 
trembling he must have an- 
swered the summons to report 
to the Chief of Police! Then 
the correction came from God- 
ley and we were off again, 
this time to Roxbury, Mass., 
with Mr. Entwisle doing the 
Sherlock act. Meanwhile for- 
mer IAAP from Bridgeport 
comes in with the dope that 
he has moved to Belleville, N. 
J., where, altho it is the se- 
cond district he operated on 
that test night, with four 
amps in the aerial and signed 
1AAY. But in view of Mr. 
Godley’s correction he was 


in previous 


very QRZ here, and 1AAW in 
Roxbury had’nt operated a 
transmitter in six months! We 
thought we were up a tree at 
first but LAAW and numerous 
Boston amateurs advise that 
the call has been heard on 
the air around here and that 
somebody else has appropria- 
ted the call. Who ever the 
wouldbe 1AAW is, he is stick- 
ing tight under cover now, as 
he knows he is a law-breaker, 
and to date (as even in 1962) 
he has not been located. It is 
a pity, too, for if he were 
within the law he could claim 
the honor of being the FIRST 
AMATEUR STATION 
HEARD OVERSEAS IN THE 
TESTS. 


1BCG seems an easy win- 
ner as the star station. In 
addition to being heard all ov- 
er the map they got thru a 
coherent message o n_ broad- 
east (amateur) at 3 A. M. 
GMT on December 12th (1922) 
which acknowledged by God- 
ley by cable to this office. 
The first amateur transatlan- 
tic message ever sent read as 
follows: 


seNean ls INS Ye icks L2astomebauil 
Godley, Ardrossan, Scotland. 
Hearty congratulations. Burg- 
hard, Inman, Grinan, Arm- 
strong, Amy, Cronkhite.” 


Speaking of results of the 
tests, another result was that 
we won aperfectl ynice spring 
hat from W. W. Burnham, of 
London, who took us up on 
our editorial bet before re- 
fered to, that a good U. S. 
Han could get signals over 
there. When the tests were 
over Burnham wired us: 


“Congratulations Cable sixe 
of hat” and we expect to soon 
publish a picture of our edi- 
torial self in the new London 
lid. 

Many prizes were offered 
by British firms to the suc- 
cessful receiving stations over 
there, and Messrs Brnham & 
Co., have offered one of their 
Ultra III receivers to the most 
successful American contest- 
ant, the award of which has 
not yet been determined.

WHAT NEXT? 


It is hard to believe that 
semi-conductors were known 
over 125 years ago! Yes, a 
gentleman by the name of 
Munck observed and reported 
the phenomenon of asymmet- 
ric conduction in solids, in 
1835. Sixty nine years later 
Professor Pickard after mak- 
ing hundreds of tests, filed a 
patent application for a crys- 
tal detector, in which a thin 
wire was in contact with the 
mineral Silicon. 


Edison’s invention of the 
light bulb in 1878, and the 
subsequent discovery of the 
Edison Effect in 1883 had 
startled the scientific world. 
Fleming, independ- 
ently from Pickard, in the 
same year, 1903, came up with 
the diode tube rectifier, using 
the Edison Effect theory. 


working 


The race was on now, for 
there was a real need for a 
good detector or demodulator 
of electro magnetic waves. 
The coherer discovery was 
dusted off, and a “knocker” 
added, for you see the coherer 
was only capable of detecting 
ONE signal and had to be re- 
set for the next signal. This 
was a glass tube of nickle 
and iron fillings, etched to 
form and act like a semi-con- 
ductor. 


Marconi soon developed a 
new detector which was very 
sensitive but only usefull at 
the very low frequencies. This 
was a magnetic detector, sim- 
ply a steel wire traveling be- 
tween two pulleys, and pass- 
ing through two closely coup- 
led pick-up coils. Several lo- 
destone. permanent magnets, 
arranged alternately, north 
and south, charged the mov- 
ing wire alternately and it is 
thought that the incoming sig- 
nal unbalanced this action and 
thus was detected in a head- 
phone connected to one of the 
pick-up coils. 


Shoemaker developed an el- 
ectrolytic detector, which in 
reality was a primary cell de- 
veloping approximately .5 of 
a volt. He used zinc and plat- 
inum electrodes in an electro- 
lyte solution containing 20% 
sulphuric acid. This cell had 
a very high internal resistance 
due to almost complete insu- 
reality was a platinum wire in 
a glass tube. Only the very 
tip was exposed, perhaps less 
than .0001 square inch. Demo- 
dulation took place when the 


signal PARALIZED the D.C. 
generated by the cell! 


Other forms of electrolytic 
detectors were developed, one 
used a “Wallaston wire” elec- 
trode approximately .000038” 
in diamter. This was a form 
of platinum wire used in mak- 
ing electric light bulb seals 
in the glass base. A 20% sgo- 
lution of nitric acid was used 
as the electrolyte. 


Poulsen would have none of 
this messy stuff, he rigged 
up a rotating chopper which 
he called a ticker. For some 
unknown reason he spelled it 
“tikker”. It interupted the 
signal at approximately 1000 
cycles per second in the head- 
phone. Two pages of theory 
on it’s operation leayes me 
cold. Little was known about 
“non-linear detection” at this 
time. But it is our humble 
guess that the “tikker” was a 
simulated mess of “loose con- 
nections” and a lot of ‘“‘cor- 
rosion” which our experts of 
today recognize as “Non-lin- 
ear Detection”. 

Would you believe it? Any 
two dissimilar metals in our 
atomic weight series will have 
non-linear detection action un- 
der conditions of loose contact 
with each other. Likewise a 
thermo-electrical voltage is 
generated during a period of 
temperature change. 


Our whole scientific world 
is bound together by tightly 
held molecules, each type of 
mass having it’s own parculi- 
ar structural pattern. Those 
held rigid as steel, behave like 
billiard balls in a tight clus- 
ter. Hit an outside ball, and 
the force travels from ball to 
ball; whether this p a th is 
curved or straight, the last 
ball absorbes the force and 
travels outward, on it’s way. 
This is our conductor, this is 
electricity. Those held toget- 
her as if secured with rubber 
bands, do not transmit their 
energy from one to the other 
readily, they cushion the blow, 
or step aside-these are our in- 
sulators. This is still electrici- 
ty, In a reverse sort of way. 
Those held in a semistressed 
condition, free to move in one 
direction might be called a se- 
miconductor. This is electron- 
ics, this is our rectifier, a so- 
lid-state diode. Let there be 
impurities in the field of mat- 
ter, say odd impurities, such 
as “four sided matter mixed 
with five sided matter’. Now 
these impurites do not stack 
very well, bound to be holes 
between them. Funny thing, 
when electrons are forced to 


WHAT IS FERRO- 
MAGENETISM? 


According to Research Phy- 
sicists Anthony Arrott and J. 
E. Goldman, of the Ford Mo- 
tor Company Scientific Lab- 
oratory, ferromagnetism is 
due to a spontaneous ailgn- 
ment of the elementary atomic 
moments by a very intense 
local force too large to be on- 
ly a magnetic dipole-dipole 
force. 


Instead, the force of align- 
ment (of the ferrite molecu- 
les) must be electrical rather 
than magnetic since the elec 
tron charge distributions in- 
teract strongly through their 
direct contact. It is this writ- 
ers further belief that since 
the best ferrites used in mag- 
netics are highly bi-stable in 
magnetic characteristics, this 
“spontaneous alignment” ap- 
proaches an avalanche state 
greater than can normally be 
explained. 


In the quantum mechanical 
theory of the binding of the 
hydrogen molecule so-called 
“exchange” forces are encoun- 
tered which, while electrosta- 
tic in origin, are responsible 
for maintaining strict antipar- 
allel alignment of the spins of 
the electrons on each of two 
hydrogen atoms. In the gqxy- 
gen molecule, o n t h e other 
hand, the same forces cause a 
parallel alignment of the 
spins on each atom, giving the 
molecule a permasent magne- 
tic moment. Ferrites are ox- 
ides of the chemical formula 
XY204 where X and Y are 
divalent and trivalent metallic 
ions respectively. Now we 
know. 


move-they squeeze into these 
holes. In one respect, these 
electrons are able to leak 
through this mess of impuri- 
ties in one direction, control- 
led by the polarization of el- 
ectrons in an adjacent domain. 
This is our transistor! One 
hundred twenty-five years in 
the making! 


What’s next? Look to the 
electron in the life of ferro- 
magnetism and antiferromag- 
netism. A whole new birth of 
ideas are about to unfold. It 
is quite possible we are at 
the threashold of learning my- 
steries that will revolutionize 
our whole concept of the 
“working atom” of the elec- 
tronic world.

GULF COUNTY 
OPERATION 


The Gulf county AREC had 
another good workout shortly 
after the Milton operation 
when the Sheriff’s office ask- 
ed for communications assis- 
tanse in the search for vic- 
tims and survivors of a boat- 
ing accident in Howard Creek, 
near the Brothers River in 
Gulf County Florida. 

The Panama City men clung 
to a limb for several hours. 
One was eventually rescued. 
The other slipped off and was 
drowned. To help with the 
search for the body, the CD 
communications van was sent 
to the river-bank search head- 
quarters, and set up communi- 
cation on Net (3836kc) using 
K4RZF/4 and W4CCA at the 
county seat Wewahitchka. The 
van began operations Sunday 
April 8 and remained in op- 
eration through Monday, then 
returned to Port St. Joe. 

However, conditions contin- 
ued difficult with the search 
and on Wednesday, the van 
went back to search scene and 
remained there through Sat- 
urday. Communications with 
Port St. J o e, Wewahitchka, 
and Panama City related to 
requests for additional search 
boats, supplies, food and per- 
sonnel. Mobiles on the coast 
highway kept a convoy of 15 
or 20 boats in sight and re- 
ported by radio on their pro- 
gress toward the search site. 


Handy-talkies were used be-— 


tween search parties and the 
van at various times. 

The search terminated Sat- 
urday 14th when the victim’s 
body floated to the surface 
of the water.

SKYWIRES 
THEN AND NOW 


In the early days of ama- 

teur Radio, the unmistakable 
Dien of an amateur station 

ws an enormous antenna — 
and we really means enormous. 
A flat top antenna consisting 
of four or more wires, separa- 
ted from two to four feet and 
hundreds of feet long, was not 
at all uncommon. Some of 
them even ran a full block. 
With the coming of the radio 
law of 1912, the biggest ones 
were cut down to size but a 
200 meter spark transmitter 
still needed plenty of skywire 
to get anywhere. And so did 
the early receiver with it’s 
woefully insensitive crystal de- 
tector. 


Today, many well located 
amateurs still have room to 
put up any kind of antenna 
they prefer. Many of the ro- 
tary beams and rhombics now 
in use are just as imvressive 
annearing as the old Marconi 
flat tops. Most of us, how- 
ever, get along with more 
modest installations, but there 
is an unfortunately large 
group who must do the best it 
can with antennas bearing lit- 
tle or no resemblance to the 
correct designs shown in the 
DE encdoor. 


If you are unable, because 
of lack of space or an unco- 
operative landlord, to put the 
type of antenna you should 
have, don’t be too discouraged. 
There are many ways to get 
around such handicaps. Sky- 
wires of less than the correct 
length can still be made to ra- 
diate reasonably well with a 
simple “PI” or “L” section 
tuner. 

Mobile operation is success- 
ful using a short whip and 
loading coil, a combination 
which could be installed al- 
most anywhere. Also you may 
have heard of the amateur who 
made a full size 80 meter 
half wave of No. 32 black en- 
ameled wire and put it up on 
a dark night. It was practic- 
ally invisible, and no one was 
ever the wiser. 

Understand — we do not re- 
commend these makeshifts. A 
properly designed antenna is 
a tremendous advantage. Even 
without it you will find that 
amateur radio can still be a 
richly rewarding hobby. If you 
till doubt that a less than 
deal antenna can give worth- 
while performance, ask some- 
one who had wartime exper- 
ience with the SCR-229. This 
completely mobile station used 
a 30 foot whip with a base

The Miami Springs Radio 
Club, iat its regular meeting 
on June 1, 1962, unanimously 
adopted a resolution to peti- 
tion The American Radio Re- 
lay League for a change in 
its rules governing the conduct 
of the annual ARRL Field Day 
Trials The resolution is trans- 
mitted enclosed. 


Myr. Huntoon: 


~ The club members recogniz- 
ed that it will not be possible 
to effect any change in time 
for the 1962 activities, how- 
ever, they do wish to have the 
suggested action taken in 
time for the 1963 and subse- 
quent trials. 


The committee which draft- 
ed the resolution also pre- 
pared a fairly comprehensive 
yet incomplete, list of commer- 
cially constructed amateur ra- 
dio equipment showing the 
manufacturers’ advertised 
power ratings. A copy of this 
list is attached for whatever 
aid it may be to those who 
will consider’ this petition. 
(Too long to print here Ed.) 


The committee also felt 
that the separation point be- 
tween the multipliers should 
be adjusted to 50 or 60 watts 
in the case of multiplier 2 and 
3; and to 200 watts in the case 
of multipliers 1 and 2. This 
suggestion was not incorporat- 
ed in the petition because it 
was felt that the cognizant 
League employees, by virtue 
of their broader knowledge 
and more extensive experience, 
were better qualified to resolve 
this question.

From Miami Herald, June 
38, 1962: “SATELLITE SAYS 
“HI” VIA RADIO Sunnyville, 
Calif. A do-it-yourself radio 
satellite called OSCAR II is 
orbiting earth every 92 min- 
ntes, rhirping “hi” in inter- 
national code to amateur ra- 
dio operators around the 
globe. 


“OSCAR II was launched 
by the U. S. Air Force Friday 
(June 1) on behalf of the 
American Radio Relay League. 

“The Air Force did not im- 
mediately announre the point 
of launch or disclose the boos- 
ter that put it up. 

“Project OSCAR Associa- 
tion with headquarters here, 
is tracking the 10-pohnd satel- 
lite from voice and code ra- 
dio reports sent in by ama- 
tehrs. 


“OSCAR II’s “HI” is broad- 
ec as ton 144.993 megacycles. 
In code it sohnds like “dit 
dit dit dit (space) dit dit.” 

“The interval between dits 
depends on OSCAR II’s tem- 
perature. When he’s cold he 
drawls and when he’s warm 
lhe splutters. At high speed 
there’s an interval of about 
o second between “HI’s”. 


OSCAR II has an improved 


keying circuit and greater 
keying circuit and greater 
transmitter efficiency than 


OSCAR I, launched by the 
Air Force for the amateurs 
from Vandenberg Air Force 
Base in Southern California 
Dec. 12, 1961. 

“OSCAR I broadcast for 
20% days but OSCAR II is 
expected to. chatter away for 
a month or more.”

WHEELS TO ORLANDO 
HAMFEST 


The wheels rolled to Orlan- 
do and one of the most pro- 
ductive sessions at the Ham- 
fest was a three-hour confer- 
ence attended by W 4 RK H 
SCM W. Fla., K4SJH SCM E. 
Fla., W 4 1 Y TSEC E. Fia., 
W4MLE SEC W. Fla., KAKDN 
RM E. Fla., W4EHU RM-RT- 
TY H,. Fla, -W40VE°. (Mer 
FSEEN) and W4LS, Sidney 
Davis, Emergency Communi- 
eations Co-ordinator, Ameri- 
can Red Cross, Richmond, Va. 

Subject of the discussion 
was handling AMCROSS traf- 
fic in emergencies, and now to 
solve the problems of cross- 
filing from AMCROSS land- 
lines to Florida AREC circuits 
and vice versa. 


As background, AMCROSS 
had more than 10,000 mes- 
sages for Florida during Hur- 
ricane Donna, which were 
backed up at Macon, Rich- 
mond and other points because 
landlines were down or over- 
loaned and Florida amateur 
emergency nets were so bog- 
ged down they were not ac- 
iepting “welfare” traffid. Ma- 
con had over 1000 messages 
for Miami, alone, which hung 
on the peg for more than 48 
hours because they couldn’t 
move them. 

With this foul-up in mind, 
the Florida AREC Plan, de- 
veloped after Donna, provides 
for AMCROSS traffic to move 
into Florida and out of Flori- 
da mainly on Net D. (QFEN) 
and Net E (FREN—the new- 
ly active Florida Radiotele- 
type Emergency Net.) These 
are the two circuits best equip- 
ped to handle traffic in whole- 
sale quantities. 

To summerize what came 
out of the conference, in any 
disaster affecting ONLY Flo- 
rida, AMCROSS stations will 
operate in QFEN and FREN. 
All other Florida nets with 
AMCROSS traffic will trans- 
fer it to QFEN or FREV via 
Key City. 

If the disaster involes other 
states IN ADDITION to Flor- 
ida, AMCROSS will receive 
traffic on NCEFs, but proba- 
bly would send any real bulk 
of traffic on QFEN or FREN. 

AMCROSS traffic received 
on these Florida nets will be 
relayed through other AREC 
mets as necessary for delivery 
to Florida cities. 

NCS on QFEN and FREN 
should keep in mind that traf- 
fic to AMCROSS can be sent 
to any Primary Relay Centers:

Nearly all AMCROSS mes- 
sages in NORMAL times have 
to do with servicemen over- 
seas. Thus, their message 
form is very close to the mili- 
tary and MARS from and is 
somewhat different from the 
ARRL form used in AREC. 
W E WILL CONTINUE T O 
USE ARRL MESSAGE 
FORM, E V EN FOR A M- 
CROSS TRAFFIC, TO AVOID 
CONFUSION. 


AMCROSS will put their 
traffic in ARRL form before 
filing into our CW nets. And 
they’ll take our traffic in 
ARRL form. On RTTY, how- 
ever, their tape is already 
punched in their form so it 
will go on our RTTY nets in 
AMCROSS form to permit au- 
tomatic reperforating equip- 
ment to operate. The first 
Florida RTTY station to re- 
file to another AREC net will 
put the traffic into A R R L 
form before re-filling. 

Sid Davis, W4LS advised 
everyone present AMCROSS 
would file “practice” traffic 
into our CW and RTTY cir- 
cuits during the next SET, 
and maybe before. We will 
keep you advised in SKIP.

UNITED WE STAND 


After 48 years of service 
devoted to amateur radio, 
many of us may consider the 
American Radio Relay Lea- 
gue an organization that has 
always been available to as- 
sist amateur radio operators. 
We might assume that ARRL, 
like the FCC, was operating 
smoothly and efficiently even 
before there were any ama- 
teur operators. Such is not 
the case, but here is another 
example of that which was 
created in the past for our 
benefit in the present, making 
the situation better for the 
future. 


Perhaps the “amateur” just 
grew, but the year 1901 is 
about the time that amateur 
radio got started in this coun- 
try. From a slow start, in- 
terest gained to the point 
where some sort of regula- 
tion was deemed necessary, 
and in 1912 Public Law 264 
was passed in Congress . . 
“An Act to Regulate Pedic 
Communication”. There were 
commercial wireless stations 
as well as amateurs, all op- 
erating as they saw fit. 


The first “Certificate of 
Proficiency” was issued on 
Dec. 12, 1912 to Irving Ver- 
milya, still operating as WI- 
ZE on Cape Cod... he was 
the No. 1 radio amateur in 
this country. By the year 
1914 the number of amateurs 
h ad increased considerably, 
but progress in the develop- 
ment of the Art had not co- 
vered too much ground. 


Amorg other limitations 
was the short range or dis- 
tance that amateurs were a- 
ble to cover in working other 
stations. Because of this fact, 
one of the early amateur op- 
erators conceived the idea of 
increasing the distance he 
could send a message by the 
simple expedient of relaying 
the message thru a_ station 
that was within his range. 


Now this may not have 
been an original idea because 
commercial wireless had used 
this method before, but it was 
novel as applied to amateur 
radio and became the basis 
for the ARRL. 


The amateur who had 
and applied this thought was 
Hiram Percy Maxim, and al- 
though he had _ previously 
thought of starting a 
national amateur organization, 
something seemed lacking to 
bind the organization together 
so the thought lay dormant. 


After his success in relaying 
that first message from Hart- 
ford to Springfield, t he 
thought occurred that this 
might be the needed ingredi- 
ent to bind a national organi- 
zation together. 


From this developed the 
American Radio Relay Lea- 
gue, which had its start in 
May 1914 when Hiram Percy 
Maxim and C. D. Tuska of 
Hartford wrote to all the am- 
ateurs listed in the govern- 
ment call book explaining the 
purpose of the organization, 
and _ soliciting membership 
which was free on application 
and there were no dues. 


Also in 1914 the first Lea- 
gue publication was issued... 
a call book of League mem- 
bers, listing calls, power, op- 
erating times and speed, etc., 
alm ioretincvcentss -assemand 
QST is only fifty cents a co- 
py today! In December of 19- 
15 QST was born and pub- 
lished privately as the official 
publication of the League. 
Membership still free, but one 


dollar per year to get the 
magazine. World War One 
disrupted amateur operation 


and in 1919 the League came 
to realize it was in sereous 
financial straits. 


With only $33 in the trea- 
sury, the Board of Directors 
had the courage to plan ahead 
and move effectively, to the 
extent that the privately prin- 
ted QST was purchased by 
and for the League, and Ken- 
neth B. Warner was elected 
the first paid secretary of the 
League. To do all this and 
get the re-organized League 
going, $7500 had to be raised. 
This was done by floating a 
bond issue which was fully 
subscribed to by the League 
members ... all with no se- 
curity offered, the loan was 
made on faith only! 


The Board of Directors and 
those that followed have had 
many decisions to make, and 
the growth of ARRL is proof 
of the fact that these deci- 
sions have been well made. 
The current issue of QST 
brings you up to date on the 
new ARRL Headquarters buil- 
ding, and a fitting tribute 
this will be for the Golden 
Anniversary of Amateur Ra- 
dio, by the organization that 
has been the very backbone 
of amateur radio since its 
beginning. We can all take 
part by supporting the Build- 
ing Fund and GO FORWARD 
with our ARRL!

MOBILE OPERATION 


One bright Sunday after- 
noon while mobiling on the 
way home, I suddenly noticed 
the plate current on the rig 
drop to zero. Pulling off to 
the side of the road, I opened 
the trunk compartment and 
found the blown fuse which 
had been caused by a bad vi- 
brator in the power supply. 
This I shrugged off as being 
just one of the breaks we 
hams must conteend with one 
in a while. I was just a short 
distance from home where I 
could replace the bad parts 
and be back in operation in 
short order. 

After arriving home and re- 
storing the mobile to health, 
I found myself thinking about 
the experience I just had. It 
was then that a_ horrible 
thought came into my mind. 


Suppose I had been involv- 
ed in some sort of emergency 
at the time, instead of rag- 
chewing, and that I was lo- 
cated in some isolated spot, 
miles from replacement parts. 
It became readily apparent 
that every mobileer should 
carry in the car at all times 
some sort of emergency re- 
pair kit. 
this kit 


To be effective, 


‘ruses 
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should contain more than just 
spare fuses and _ vibrators. 
Certainly fues and vibrators 
are about the weakest link 
in a mobile installation, but 
not the only ones. Upon pull- 
ing out the schematics of my 
rig, I proceeded to make a 
list of all tubes and any other 
weak links in the mobile chain. 
I then obtained a small metal 
box, and started to collect the 
necessary parts to make up 
the emergency kit. This of 
course, could be an expensive 
adventure. However, I found 
about 90% of the needed items 
in surplus stocks at the local 
MARS station. 


Here are the items now 
packed in the kit: A spare 
tube for each t u be in the 
transmitter, receiver; vibra- 
tors, fuses; file, carbon mic 
button, dial lights, silicon rec- 
tifiers, solder, small 12V sol- 
dering iron, roll of light wire, 
and a list of parts in the 
box for reference and replace- 
ment.

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NEW ARRL PREZ 


Herbert Hoover, Jr. K6ZH/ 
W6ZH of San Marino, Cali- 
fornia, an engineer who serv- 
ed the nation as Under Sec- 
retary of State from 1954 un- 
til 1957 was unanimously el- 
ected as President of ARRL 
at the conclusion of the An- 
nual Meeting of the ARRL 
Board. Goodwin: L. Dosland, 
WTSN, ten years ARRL Pre- 
sident and with 25 years ser- 
vice on the Board declined the 
nomination and was made 
Preident Emeritus. 


The Board reviewed the sta- 
tus of all amateur matters 
before FCC and voted that 
ARRL oppose any fees for 
filing amateur Apovlications, 
also voted that ARRL urge 
affirmative action on the rule- 
making to increase the auth- 
orized power permitted on 420 
MC to 1000 watts and that 
the league follow its request 
for enlarged 160 meter pri- 
vileges closely. 


The Board rescinded its ac- 
tion of last year requesting 
United States amateurs to 
avoid the use of the high end 
of twenty meters. Further 
study of ways to assist twen- 
ty meter operation conditions 
was referred to committee. 
The Planning Committee was 
aksed to examine the ques- 
tion of some of the ten me- 
ter band for Tecnicians. 


General Manager Huntoon 
was directed to attend the 
dedication of the amateur sta- 
tion at the Headquarters of 
the I T U at Geneva this 
June. The Board authorized 
publication of a ten year QST 
index, availability to be noted 
in QST late this year, also 
publication at a later date of 
a V H F handbook. Also ap- 
proved was a plan for advan- 
tageous revision of the Lea- 
gues Pension system to em- 
brace a group p 1an rather 
than individual insurance po- 
licies. 


Director Noel B. Eaton, 
VE8CJ, was elected to the 
Leagues Executive Committee 
and Directors Denniston WN- 
WX, Doyle W9GPI and Kahn 
W2KR were returned to that 
committee. 


Housing and finance Com- 
mittee reports were received 
and the Housing Committee 
continued. The Board approv- 
ed Acceptance of bids from 
the lowest bidder, reviewing 
the financing and plans for 
construction of the new office 
building on the W1AW site
